November 4, 1975 is the 
next election day in the 
District of Columbia. Now the 
Home Rule has come to 
Washington, D.C., voters will 
have the opportunity to par- 
ticipate in at least one election 
each year. This reminder is 
especially for those District 
residents who have not regis- 
tered, including those resi- 
dents who will be at least 18 
years old on November 4, 
41975: 

Voter registration is painless 
and easy. A visit to Room 7 of 
the District Building at 14th 
and E Street, N.W. between 
8:15 A.M. and 5:00 P.M., 
Monday thru Friday or to any 
D.C. Public Library during 
library working hours, is all it 
takes. Registration can be 
completed in minutes. 

Those interested in becom- 
ing tegistered voters in time 
for the November elections 
are urged to do so early, while 
there is no waiting. Registra- 
tion shuts down on October 4, 
thirty days before the election, 
and resumes on November 5. 

Registered voters who have 
voted at least once within the 
last four years are still eligible 
to vote; they need not reregis- 
ter for the November elec- 
tions.

Permit Program 


At the May Foggy Bottom 
Association meeting, Mr. John 
Hartley and Mr. John Brophy, 
of the D.C. Department of 
Highways and Traffic, explain- 
ed the RESIDENTIAL PERMIT 
PARKING PROGRAM. This is 
a program, already approved 
by the City Council, by which 
Foggy Bottom residents can 
prevent commuters- from using 
our streets as an all-day 
parking lot. This program was 
discussed in the June, 1975 
Foggy bottom News. 

Basically, Foggy Bottom res- 
idents will be able to obtain 
stickers for their automobiles. 


‘The sticker will identify the 


vehicle as property of a Foggy 
Bottom resident, and permit 
him. to park all day on 
specified streets during busi- 
ness days. Since commuters 
could not obtain “Foggy Bot- 
tom” stickers, they would not 
be able to park for more than 2 
hours. This would eliminate 
the “9 to 5 parker’, hopefully 
encouraging him to car-pool 
or ride the bus, with the 
beneficial effect of reducing 
air pollution. 


It was decided to petition 
the neighborhood during June 
and July regarding this “Sticker 


Update 


System”, and following are the 
results so far: 

About 60% of Foggy Bot- 
tom residents have indicated 
support for the parking pro- 
gram by signing the petition, 
which was then submitted to 
the D.C. Government in late 
August. Hearings on the park- 
ing stickers should take place 
in late September, with other 
areas of the city being consid- 
ered at the same time. 

Blocks covered by the peti- 
tions are: K (2500); Eye (2400, 
2500, 2500); H (2400); 26th 
(900); 25th (800, 900); 24th 
(700, 800, 900, 1000); New 

Hampshire (800). Some blecks 
could not be petitioned simply 
because not enough FBA 
members lived on those 
blocks. But many blocks were 
not petitioned because the 
parking sticker program, as it 
now reads, could not apply. 
For example, 2400 K Street has 
“No Parking” during part of 
the day, and is thus presently 
ineligible for the program. 

Notice of the public hear- 
ings will be given in the Foggy 
Bottom News, if possible. If 
not, notice will be posted 
(where permitted in the apart- 
ment houses of the affected 
areas. )

The Meeting 
Will Come . 
To Order 


| It’s that time of year again. 


The summer “recess” is over 
and organizations all over the 
country are starting their new 
terms, usually with new offic- 
ers and new business to 
handle. Most often, the two 
slates, the outgoing and the 
incoming, have met during the 
interim and the books and files 
turned over to the new 
officers. It is customary for 
every society to have an order 
of business for its meetings. 
According to ROBERT'S 
RULES OF ORDER REVISED 
(which is the parliamentary 
authority in almost 95% of 
clubs and associations all over 
the country) when no rule has 
been adopted, the following is 
the order of business: 


Call to order (by the chair- - 


man or president, with ONE 
tap of the gavel) 

Opening ceremonies (if any) 
Reading of the minutes and 
their approval 

Treasurer’s report (summary 
only is usual) 

Officers reports, if any 
Reports of Standing Com- 
ittees, then Speicial Com- 
ittees 

Unfinished business (Never 
say old business) 

New Business (here the sec- 
retary can read correspond- 
ence received) 


It is advisable for the presi- 
dent to prepare an outline for 
the meeting for his conveni- 
ence. In some organizations 
the secretary prepares an 


agenda for the president, 
utilizing his or her minutes of 
the last meeting as a reminder 
of any action necessary or 
unfinished work that needs to 
be done. 

In the call (or notice) of the 
meeting, it is important to let 
the membership know in 
advance if any business will be 
brought up that needs special 
consideration. That could 
guarantee the presence of a 
quorum (see previous parlia- 
mentary article on QUOR- 
UMS). 


The president (or chair- 
man) as soon as one thing ts 
disposed of, should announce 
the next business in order. 
When reports are in order (and 
it conserves the time and 
patience of the assembly. if 
only those chairmen who 
HAVE reports, need be called 
upon, so the chairman should 
be alerted WHICH committees 
HAVE reports to make) chair- 
men should be ready, should 
have the report in writing, and 
after making that report, turn 
it over to the secretary for the 
record. 

General use of the common 
consent motion will greatly 
expedite business. Where 
there is little likelihood of 
opposition, the president may 
say, “If there is no objection, 
we will.....” If no one objects, 
the result 
though a motion were made 
and received a unanimous 


vote.

Removing Junkers 


The Departments of Envi- 
ronmental Services, Economic 
Development and Metropoli- 
tan Police were delegated the 
shared responsibility of remov- 
ing abandoned and junked 
vehicles. 

Prior to September, 1974, 
the responsibility was under 
the total jurisdiction of the 
Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment. The change came when 
it was decided that Police were 
needed on the streets to 
combat crime. Thus, a search 
for an alternative was initiated 
which would be as good or 
better than the old system. 
The solution derived by a task 
force of government officials 
and citizens called for shared 
agency responsibility, with 
each agency involved having a 


‘specific responsibility. 


Since the shared program 
was implemented over 4,000 
requests have been received 


-for the removal of abandoned 


vehicles. About 400 abandon- 
ed and junked cars are being 
moved each month. The fu- 
ture projections is to remove 


about 7,000 vehicles a year— 
4,000 abandoned and 3,000 
junked. 

According to current statis- 
tics, 40% of the vehicles 
referred by DES to contract 
haulers are removed; the other 
60% are not there when the 


hauler arrives, because of- 


action by vandals or owners. 
Another contributing factor, 
according to Paul Leake, -chief 
of the Environmental Alert 
Center, is “poor information 
on location and descriptions 
of the vehicles given by 
complainants.” Leake said that 
the time between reporting 
the vehicle and hauling it 
away is four to six days, if 
there are no complications. 

People who wish to have an 
abandoned or junked vehicle 
removed should call the DES 
Environmental Alert Center on 
399-4600. To facilitate a 
speedy removal the following 
information is needed: 

1. Make of car (Chevy, Ford, 

etc.) 
2. Model (2 dr, 4 dr, station 
wagon, etc.) 


4. Number of tires and 
wheels on vehicle. 
5. Tag number and state. 
6. Specific address where 
vehicle is located. 
7. Length of time vehicle 
has been at location.

Everyone addresses the 
Chair before speaking. 
All set? -Remember, the 


president calls the meeting to 
order with ONE tap of the 
gavel, “The meeting will 
please come to order.” “The 
secretary will read the minutes 
of the previous meeting.” Or, 
and this is important, the 
minutes may “if there is no 
objection.....”. be dispensed 
with at that time. 

The president then asks; 
“Are there corrections to the 
minutes?” (Do NOT say any 
additions or corrections. An 
addition IS a correction.) 
Then “They stand approved as 
read (or as corrected.)” 

The president states then 
“we will hear the Treasurer’s 
report.” NO ACTION. is taken 
on that report, which is a 
summary of ledger entries and 
read for information only. The 
treasurer's report is NEVER 
adopted, it is “filed for audit.” 
At the end of the year an 
AUDIT REPORT is given, and 
that report needs to be 
accepted by the association or 
assembly, therewith accepting 
all the reports of the Treasurer 
covered in the audit. 

Correspondence of a gener- 
al nature may be read here, 
but if the correspondence 
carries matters on which act- 
ion has to be taken, this would 
properly come under “new 
business.” See above, in the 
pattern or order of business. 

Now for the committee 
reports - the board or execu- 
tive committee would report 
first, and if any of the officers 
(other than the secretary and 
treasurer whom we've heard 
from already) wish to make a 
report, now is the time. If such 
a report is for information 
only, or in the form of 
announcements, no action Is 
needed or taken. If the report 
contains recommendations, 
the person giving the report 
should move that the recom- 
mendations be adopted (no

second needed). The president 

repeats the motion: “It has | 
been moved....” so the assem- | 
bly may be aware what it is © 
they are voting on. “Is there 

any. discussion?” and then “all 

in favor say AYE—those op- 

pesed say NO—” The recom- 

mendation (or motion) is 

adopted (or rejected). 

NEW BUSINESS. The Chair 
or any member may introduce 
new business here when noth- 
ing is pending. A member 
wishing to bring a matter~ 
before the group rises and 
addresses the Chair: “Mr. 
President?” The Chair replies 
“Miss Smith...” (Or if the name 
of the member is not known, 


he or she would best an- ` 


nounce their name first, then 
proceed). “I move that...” 
Members call out “second.” 
President then repeats “it has 
been moved and seconded

that...” (The secretary should 
record in the minutes of the 
meeting the NAME of the 
maker of the motion but 
need NOT enter that of the 
seconder(s) “Is there any 
discussion?” Then “All those in 
favor of... 
tion)...say AYE, those opposed 
say NO, the motion is carried 
(or lost)..” 

Sometimes when a` presi- 
dent introduces new business 
by announcement or by cor- 
respondence and there is no 
action, he or she may say 
“what is your pleasure in this 
matter?” So some member 
may then make a motion. 

PROGRAM. The president 
NEVER “turns” a meeting over 
to the program chairman. The 
President is ALWAYS in charge 
of the meeting and is respons- 
ible for maintaining order. The 
president calls on the Program 
Chairman to present the pro- 
gram. When the program is 
finished, he or she says “Mr. 
(or Madam) President, this

Adjournment of the meeting 
is usually by common consent. 
The President says, “if there 
is nothing further to come 
before the meeting, we will 
adjourn. We are adjourned.” 
OR there may be a formal 
motion to adjourn. 

One caution, in order for 
any “legal” action to be taken 
in an assembly, a quorum 
must be present. If there is not 
quorum, the action of the 
assembly is null and void.
